The competition had competitors from 14 dif- 
ferent countries, such as Mongolia, New Zealand 
and Russia.

Cameron Shepherd, president of CSULB’s 
wrestling club, competed in the middleweight 
class competition and made it past the prelimi- 
nary round.

soy-sauce-flavored edamame, which are prepared 
soybeans still in their pod. 

Special guest Yamamotoyama “Yama” Ryuta, 
a retired sumo wrestler, served as head judge 
throughout the event. 

“For my entire life, since early childhood, I 
have competed in sumo all over Japan,” Yama 
said in the event’s program. “I won many cham- 
pionships in elementary school, middle school, 
high school, university and Japanese professional 
sumo.” 

Yama is the “heaviest Japanese human being in 
history, at 600 pounds,” according to the event’s 
program. Although Yama may have weight to 
help him compete in sumo, he emphasizes that 
success in sumo wrestling is not about size. 

“Much more important than weight are serious 
training, discipline and especially the desire to 
win,” Yama said in the event’s program. 

Tiffany Wu of Garden Grove, who was among 
the audience, found out about the event through 
website LivingSocial. 

“This is my first sumo event,” Wu said. “I’m 
here because it’s something different to experi- 
ence.” 

“U.S. Sumo Open” ended with open competi- 
tions in which sumo wrestlers battled across class 
divisions. By then, most of the audience had left. 

The competition is schedued to air Oct. 14 on 
NBC’s television network from 5 to 7 p.m. and 8 
to 10 p.m. Pacific Time; 8 to 10 p.m. and 11_p.m.

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Beach Forensics hosts Jack Howe

Middle and high school students 
will compete in the annual Jack 
Howe Memorial tournament at Cal 
State Long Beach; the event will 
help garner at least $50,000 worth 
of funds for CSULB’s speech and 
debate team this weekend. 

This year, the 20th Jack Howe 
Memorial speech and debate tour- 
nament, hosted by CSULB’s team, 
Beach Forensics, will take place 
on Sept. 27 and Sept. 28. This 
event has been known to have 
from 1,100 to 1,400 participants 
annually, current director and 
coach Nicholas Russell of Beach 
Forensics said. 

CSULB has a debate history that 
dates back to 1951. The event is 
dedicated to Jack Howe, who is re- 
sponsible for founding the school’s 
debate team, Matt Taylor, a director 
of forensics at CSULB for 13 years, 
said. 

Jack Howe, the first director of 
Beach Forensics, founded Beach 
Forensics and created the first team 
on campus while working to define 
the standards of competitive debate 
in the likeness of his vision, Taylor 
said. 

“He was always seen running 
tournaments, judging tournaments, 
almost all of them,” Taylor said.

He said that Howe revolutionized 
the debate community by creating 
the Cross Examination Debate As- 
sociation in 1971, and it had a style 
of debate that concentrated on ano- 
nymity, oratory, and the good man 
speaking well. 

People remember Howe always 
saying “It was for anyone and did 
not require a lot of experience,” 
Taylor said. He said Howe believed 
that everyone should be able to par- 
ticipate in debate. 

“When [CEDA] came out, it was 
the bastard child of debate,” Taylor 
said. 

CEDA was created to implement 
an alternative style of debate for the 
current style of debate during that 
period. While the National Debate 
Tournament’s style was the pre- 
dominant style of debate; histori- 
cally, it’s known by the debate com- 
munity that NDT was intended for 
grad students, which relied on ex- 
pertise, technicality, and research. 

To adequately prepare for an 
NDT style debate, participants need 
about three to five years of debate 
experience and, Taylor said, Howe 
decided that he was going to change 
the way debate was done because it 
just wasn’t being done right in his 
opinion. 

At first, CEDA was controver- 
sial because it was clashing with 
the NDT and its family values, but 
overtime, CEDA expanded from 
Southern California to Northern 
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California. Once California was 
won over, it expanded to the West- 
ern Region, when people began to 
find Howe’s way better. CEDA did 
not take long to prepare for, any- 
one could do it, and it was easier 
to teach. Since then, the NDT and 
CEDA styles have merged together. 
The organizations still stand as sep- 
arate deities, but styles stand sepa- 
rate only in name. 

Howe was a pioneer. “He was 
known for being pretty serious... 
He felt there was a particular way 
things were done... and if you 
didn’t follow those ways, he was 
going to let you know,” Taylor said. 

The different sections for entry 
are Parliamentary, Policy, Public 
Forum, congressional, and Lincoln- 
Douglas Debate, in addition to the 
11 California High School Speech 
Association Individual Events. 

There will be some changes this 
year, like awards being given to 
all Individual Events semifinalists. 
The event staff will post IE breaks 
on campus and online by 9 p.m. Sat- 
urday night. The forensics team is 
also offering parent-judge training 
each morning at 7:30 a.m. 

Beach Forensics awards Jack 
Howe participants over $10,000 in 
scholarships to students who win 
first place in a senior division event, 
Russell said. Each highly ranked 
winner receives a $500 scholar- 
ship to attend CSULB and: compete 
on its nationally ranked forensics 
team, Russell said.

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Unaccompanied minors are a refugee crisis, 
not an immigration crisis 


Ithough most immigrants 
come to the U.S. seeking 
better employment and 
educational opportunities 
for themselves and their children, 
the impetus for the current wave 
of 57,000 children flocking over 
the border from countries in Latin 
America is entirely different. These 
unaccompanied children are fleeing 
the epidemic violence in their home 
countries, and as such, they should be 
treated as refugees, not immigrants. 
When the thousands of 
unaccompanied minors sought 
asylum in the U.S. this past May, the 
issue blindsided the media, sending 
reporters scrambling to discover the 
reasons why such a mass exodus was 
occurring. What is carefully left out 
of the national dialogue is the role of 
the United States in dismantling the 
Honduran government and funding 
a military coup in 2009 that deposed 
President Manuel Zelaya. America’s 
heavy-handed intervention in 
Honduran politics paved the way for 
the violent gangs and drug trafficking 
that has made Honduras the murder 
capital of the world. 
Juan Orlando Hernandez, the new 
president inaugurated in January, was 


involved in the military coup. He has 
constructed a platform based on ideas 
of a highly militarized state, despite 
the fact that the Honduran military 
has been tried

Hondurans have been left with 
poverty, violence and a steadily 
mounting death rate. 

As stated in an interview with 
Democracy Now on July 17 by Dana 
Frank, professor of History at UCSC 
and an expert on U.S policies in 
Honduras, “Poverty doesn’t just 
happen. It, itself, is a direct result 
of policies of both the Honduran 
government and the U.S. government, 
including privatizations, mass layoffs 
of government workers and a new 
law that breaks up full-time jobs and 
makes them part-time and ineligible 
for unionization, living wage and the 


When we are faced with thousands 
of children who have been left with no 
options, it is because the U.S. has had 
a hand in taking them away. 

Given that this recent influx 
consists almost entirely of children, 
we are met with a somewhat unique 
situation: these children are refugees, 
fleeing the kind of conditions that are 
reminiscent of a warzone. Children 
who have trickled into the U.S. 
come bearing stories of forced drug 
trafficking, rape, mutilation and street 
executions occurring several times a 
week. These are not immigrants who 
are coming here in search of a job 


international and federal laws (such as 
the Immigration and Nationality Act) 
that classify them as legally entitled 
to refugée status. This is no accident; 
refugees cannot be turned away, but 
immigrants can be deemed illegal 
and speedily deported. In the United 
States, the term “immigrant” has long 
been laden with a heavy connotation, 
invoking rage and indignation from 
people who believe immigrants are 
taking their jobs and burdening the 
economy. 

An easy scapegoat for politicians 
and corporations alike, immigrants 
can be used to deflect the social unrest 


that emanates from corporate policies 
such as outsourcing, fragmenting 
the workforce along racial lines and 
preventing popular mobilization 
against the corporations and faulty 
government regulations that are the 
true source of social ill. Labeling 
children who are fleeing violence as 
“immigrants” rather than “refugees” 
justifies a course of action that 
overrides due process and deports 
them back into a nation that the U.S. 
itself has destabilized. 

We have a humanitarian 
obligation to accept these children 
into the United States, and a social 
responsibility to the nations we 
have repeatedly undermined and 
subverted. As a nation that derives 
its very origins from “illegal 
immigrants,” it is time we stop 
lamenting over fickle constructs of 
citizenship and open our borders 
to the human beings that are, quite 
literally, being sentenced to death.

weltering temperatures turned up with the 

volume at the Observatory’s Make the Music 

Go BANG! festival in Santa Ana on Sept. 20. 

Crowds entered the gates at noon, settling 

into the three stages spread throughout the venue: 

the Observatory Stage, the Constellation Room 

and the BANG! Outdoor Stage, an event-exclusive 
outdoor area, acting as the festival’s centerpiece. 

At 3:30 p.m., music fans were greeted by the 
roots of rock ’n’ roll — classic country western. 

“Hand me down that walking cane / I’m gonna 
catch that midnight train / All my sins are taken 
away, taken away,” wailed co-lead vocalist Exene 
Cervenka in unison with her counterpart John Doe 
in the Knitters’ take on an old traditional minstrel 
song from the early 20th century. 

Attendees do-si-doed their way to the concrete 
lot for some rockabilly bluegrass. 

The Knitters started as a country-folk side proj- 
ect of members from punk group X, roots-rock The 
Blasters and true blues-rock The Red Devils in 1982. 

Fans of The Knitters seemed eager to trade in 
anti-government cries for wide-brimmed Stetsons, 
western boots and a couple of shrill “yee-haws.” 

Food vendors like The Grilled Cheese Truck 
and TJ Woodfire Pizza graced the event with their 
signature tastes and absurdly high, festival-appro- 
priate pricing.

There were two beer gardens on each side of the 
outdoor stage, allowing festival-goers to quench 
their thirst and catch the show. 

Other vendors were selling artwork, records, 
massage services and even fresh barber-shop 
trims along the aisles of booths. 


There was an array of vintage clothing; retro - 


‘50s bathing suits and cherry red pumps alluded 
to the emblematic fashion culture that pairs this 
music scene. 

King Cat Hollywood owner Rocky “Rose” Tor- 
res began selling clothing, accessories and name 
brand items to the public 10 years ago. He said 
he and his “kittens” now ship merchandise to 63 
countries and upkeep a stronghold in counties like 
Southern California, Ventura and has huge follow- 
ing in Vegas, Nevada. : 

“T grew up listening to the Blasters. I used to sneak 
out of my window and go see their concerts when I 
was 13 years old,” Torres said. He went as far as-say- 
ing that Excene Cervenka and John Doe are not only 
huge influences on him, but are the most influential 
west coast punk musicians in the history of rock. 

A bold “BANG” in all capital letters lit up the 
overhead lights on the outdoor stage. The sun was 
setting, casting orange hues to the backdrop of the 
Santa Ana venue. 

Fans grew impatient with the 20-minute lag be- 
tween set times, waiting for Chicano rockers Los 
Lobos to take the stage. 

Screams and high-pitched whistles welcomed 
the seasoned musicians, opening with their accor-

dion-driven “Ay Te Dejo En San Antonio.” Vocal- 
ists David Hidalgo and César Rojas alternated lead 
vocal duties. Together they playfully swooned the 
crowd, from Hidalgo’s 12-bar blues to Rojas’ cha- 
rango guitar and dance-driven cumbria stylings. 


“I know everybody out here pretty much,” 


Hidalgo said, hinting at the sense of community 
present that evening. Los Lobos were celebrating 
40 years together as a band. 

It wasn’t until 8:30 p.m. that the Observatory 
saw the first push pit. Infectious rapid-fire ener- 
gy poured from the power-punkers, encouraging 
members of the mosh to crowd surf and bounce 
in full pogo. 

Waves of plaid shirts filled in for the vacating 
polka-dot and pompadour population as British 
godfathers of punk rock, the Buzzcocks, appropri- 
ately announced their intentions for the evening, 
“Turn it up, we got some rockin’ to do.” 

Bassist Chris Remington and lead guitarist 
Steve Diggle framed the stage on each side of 
frontman Pete Shelley and drummer Danny Far- 
rant. The stringed musicians’ unapologetic stage- 
presence stole the show. 

The Buzzcocks’ set consisted of “Boredom,” 
“When Love Turns Around,” “Sick City Some- 
times,” and “Noise Annoys.” Although studio re- 
cordings of some of the tracks performed reveal 
a more laid-back surf rock or venture into the 
pop-punk realm, the show strictly reproduced the 
rough and rugged first waves in thrash that they 
originally pioneered. 


Married couple and dedicated fans John and 
Alex Leon said that the Buzzcocks were the only 
reason they attended the BANG! Festival. It had 
been awhile for John, saying the last time he had 
seen them was back in 2002. 

As crowds flooded the outdoor stage to see head- 
lining band X closeout the night, The Rhythm Shak- - 
ers brought the boogie to the indoor main stage. 

The stand-up baritone bass, the unforgiv- 
ing jailhouse-rock attitude, the swinging girls in 
bright fluorescents and pin up skirts on the dance 
floor took the night back in time to a ‘50s music 
hall. 

Sounds of old rhythm and blues echoed through 
Kevin O’Leary’s arch top in steel pangs. An aes- 
thetic touch and deep pizzicato octaves bounced 
from bassist Victor Mendez’s upright instrument, 
slapping the accentuated backbeat together with 
John Brook Emilio’s simple-but-deadly three 
piece drum kit into full thrust. 

From the heart of a jet black room crooned the 
rich, sultry alto of blood-red-headed front woman, 
Marlene Perez. 

The charming and charismatic Perez, unwill- 
ing to compromise any rock ’n’ roll roots, sets this 
band apart from other contenders in the genre. 

“J don’t hate men, I just encourage women,” 
Perez said through a smile to the largely female 
audience that night. Savage fun and sex appeal 
recurred in theme with lyrics like “You go me so 
damn hypnotized” and “You got lots of notches on 
your bedpost.”

Bukovec said she thinks it is a cliché: 
thing to say how she idolizes her moth- 
er but could not-help but credit her for 
all that she has done. 


“My mother is an amazing woman,” 
Bukovec said “She started out with 
nothing and at the age of 18, she had 
her own flower shop and now she has a 
huge business for herself.” 

Her mother’s business works with 
the Rogers Center in Toronto, which 
hosts the Raptors and the Maple Leafs. 
Bukovec is interested in taking over her 
mother’s business with her older sister 
after she is done with college. 


Aside from being a world class vol- 


leyball player, Bukovec also played soc- 
cer competitively and even was a model 
for a few years. When she was younger 
she tried out for Canada’s national 
squad and made it to the last round of 
tryouts before the actual games started. 
Although she was discouraged from 
athletics she did not give up on them. 

“T was about to order a big mac when 
someone asked me about modeling, so 
that’s kind of how I got into that,” Bu- 
kovec said.

State 3-2 Friday.

Another five-game winning streak 
snapped as the Long Beach State wom- 
en’s volleyball team lost the last of its 
three matches in the Roadrunner Clas- 
sic Tournament last weekend. 

The 49ers (10-4) fell 3-2 against 
Oregon State during its last match of 
the tournament. But they were able to 
sweep their first opponent Fresno State, 
and topped CSU Bakersfield 3-1. 

This is the second match in a row 
against OSU (10-1) that went to a fifth 
set, and the result remained the same. 
LBSU trails the series 1-3. 

Both teams traded the first two sets, 
the Beach winning the first 25-22 and 
the Beavers winning the second 25- 
19. The last three sets started with the 
Beach taking the lead, but eventually 
losing all of them. 

LBSU took the lead early in the

third set, then both teams traded runs. 
The 49ers led 21-18 after one of LBSU 
senior Chisom Okpala’s 14 kills hit 
the floor, but two big blocks by OSU’s 
Tayla Woods and Arica Nassar helped 
give the Beavers a 23-22 lead. Bre 
Mackie tied it 24-24, but Mary-Kate 
Marshall gave the Beavers the lead 
with a kill and took the set 26-24 with 
a service ace. 

OSU jumped to a 12-4 lead early in 
the fourth set, but the 49ers crept their 
way back up with a 6-0 run to cut the 
deficit to one. Niners’ Tyler Jackson, 
who played as an outside hitter instead 
of her usual libero position, tied the set 
at 17-17, and Alex Reid gave them a lead 
that they never gave up for the rest of 
the set, winning 25-21. : 

LBSU took that momentum into the 
fifth set leading 9-5, but OSU tied the 
game at nine. The 49ers went on a small 
run to reclaim the lead 13-10, but the 
Beavers scored three quick points, two 
from blocks by Woods, Amanda Brown 
and Marshall, forcing a Beach time- 
out. OSU blocked opportunities for the 
49ers at the net, and ended it 16-14. 

The Beavers finished with 21 team 
blocks in the match, while the Beach 
finished with 10.5. 

Both teams finished with four play- 


ers in double-digit kills. Reid had a 
double-double leading the 49ers with 
19 kills and matching libero Chelsea 
Cabrajac’s team-high 21 digs. Jackson 
also had a double-double with 12 kills 
and 11 digs, and Mackie finished with 


10 kills. Setter Jenelle Hudson ended - 


with 55 assists. 

Marshall led the Beavers with 20 
kills, while two of their players reached 
a double-double; Lila Toner had 13 kills 
and 18 digs and Nassar had 11 kills and 
11 blocks. 

Mackie had a career-night against 
CSUB (4-9), racking up a team-high 
17 kills on a .615 hitting percentage to 
lead the 49ers past the Roadrunners 25- 
19, 25-22, 11-25 and 25-10. Okpala also 
finished in double figures with 13 kills. 

CSUB’s Danika Youngblook fin- 
ished with 19 kills and Kelsee Sawyer 
with 17. 

LBSU dominated Fresno State (5-9) 
25-21, 25-16 and 25-16 to open the tour- 
nament, hitting .333 while holding the 
Bulldogs to .080 in the match. Okpala 
led the Beach with 11 kills and Mackie 
followed with 10. 

The 49ers begin conference play 
on the road this weekend against UC 
Irvine (10-4) on Friday and rivals Cal 
State Fullerton (6-7) on Saturday.
